Voters

about 12 years. Apparently, this 
will be the fourth election 
for 
McCaulley voters during this same 
period as they had one election to 
consolidate with Roby. 
These consolidation elections 
always seem to get Hamlin caught 
between a rock and a hard place. 
The people of Hamlin too often get 
blamed for these elections when 
they originate in the McCaulley 
district. 
It would 
help 
districts 
if 
the 
solidations were 
ought to let the 
seeking to consolidate have its 
election first. If passed, then an 
election could be called in the 
receiving district. This would do 
away with a lot of hard feelings 
that seem to develop because of 
consolidation elections. 
Hopefully, as in the past, the 
people of Hamlin will vote to 
permit McCaulley to consolidate 
with Hamlin, if that is what the 
people of McCaulley want. This 
should be approved for two 
reasons. One, is that it would be the 
neighborly thing to do, and second, 
it just plain makes good sense to 
enlarge your school district in the 
face of all of the troubles that 
smaller districts are receiving 
from the state. 
But the real issue lies totally 
within the McCaulley School 
District. It was the people within 
that district who started the 
original petition to call the election 
and it will be the people within that 
district that must decide whether 
or not they wish to consolidate with 
Hamlin or anyone else. 
Apparently, the ruling against 
permitting students to transfer 
from one district to another is the 
overriding issue that has triggered 
this election. Families who have 
been sending their children out of 
the McCaulley district to Roby or 
Hamlin find that they can no longer 
do this because of state and federal 
rulings. 
Tiki, we said earlier we just wish 
that any election in Hamlin could 
wait until the people of McCaulley 
have made their wishes known. As 
in the past we feel that the people 
r f H am lin will always welcome our 
neighbors but do not want any part 
of the family feud that seems to 
develop within a school district 
when the subject of consolidation 
QOfpMM Up.

eson introduced legislation 
today that seeks to improve 
the nation’s health care 
system without imposing 
excessive new taxes or 
creating a burdensome and 
expensive Federal 
bureau­ 
cracy. 


In proposing the National 
Health Care Act of 1977, the 
veteran Texas legislator, who 
serves on the House Ways 
and Means Health Sub­ 
committee, told Congress 
that the goal of better health 
care for all Americans can be 
attained now "if we enlist all 
our resources, private and 
public, in a meaningful and 
workable partnership to tram 
solutions that are both 
realistic and effective.” 
Burleson said he believes 
this legislation offers us "the 
most effective, efficient and 
economical way to improve 
health care and extend its 
availability to all Americans. 
My bill would build on the 


present health delivery and 
insurance system with im­ 
proved Federal standards 
and guidelines. It would not 
only improve protection for 
all Americans, but it would 
also help control the cost of 
health care. This WU would 
achieve these goals without 
destroying the present health 
care system 
which has 
served our nation well. It 
would not create a bur­ 
densome and 
expensive 
Federal bureaucracy and it 
would 
not 
impose 
un­ 
conscionably higher taxes on 
our 
already 
overtaxed 
citizenry, it is time to im­ 
prove our present health 
delivery 
and 
insurance 
system, not destroy it.” 
He said the National Health 
Care Act addresses the most 
complex 
problems—rising 
medical costs, lack of am­ 
bulatory health facilities, 
inadequate cost and quality 
controls, diffused leadership 
patterns, fear of catastrophic 
illness, and uneven benefit 
levels. Burleson noted that it

"Like a pat of soft butter 
being spread across hot 
bread, this money is likely 
to be soaked up completely 
unless we institute meas­ 
ures to prevent that occurr­ 
ence,” warned Clayton. 
There are other issues. 
Thousands of them. 
About 4,000 bills and re­ 
solutions are expected to be 
offered in the House and 
Senate between January 
and May. 
Among them will be the 
following: 
A package of measures to

A list of two dozen com­ 
pany objections accused the

State Jail Standards Should 
lot Be Big Problem for County

Commission on Jail Stan­ 
dards will not cost Jones 
County a “big expenditure” 
other than initial investment, 
an interview with Jones 
County Sheriff Woodrow 
Simmons and County Judge 
Leon Thurman revealed. 
While exact requirements 
of the commission have not 
filtered down to the county 
level yet, both men agreed 
that preliminary study of the 
standards requirements does 
not show a need for major 
changes. 
Both were cautious to say 
exactly what will be required 
by the commission until the 
county facility is inspected 
but felt the major areas 
needing 
attention 
were 
separate facilites for women 
and juveniles, more office 
space and a 24-hour dispatch­ 
er. 
Sheriff Simmons said Jones 
County is mor" fortunate 
than many counties its size. 
He said some counties with 
jails dating back to early in 
the century and late last 
century are really going to be 
forced 
to 
make 
major 
changes. 
He said the Jones County 
Jail, built in 1940, is a 
fireproof and safe jail. It has 
plenty of room with two large 
cell blocks and four private

rooms. With a sleeping 
capacity of 54 inmates, 
Simmons said the jail will 
have no problem passing 
space requirements. 
The four private rooms 
accomodate trusties, juven­ 
iles, women and mental 
cases. 
The 
jail 
commission, 
however, will require women 
and juveniles and be kept 
separate — including hearing 
— from other prisoners. 
Thus, Sheriff Simmons and 
Judge Thurman speculate 
that Jones County will be 
asked to produce a separate 
facility. An annex to the 
present 
jail 
has 
been 
suggested. 
The commission may also 
require that first offenders be 
separate 
from 
repeat 
criminals and that young 
inmates be kept separated 
from older suspects. Sheriff 
Simmons said that if the 
commission 
requires 
a 
separate annex for women 
and juveniles, space in the 
present jail now used for 
women and juveniles will be 
available to comply with the 
requirements for old and 
young inmates and first of­ 
fenders and repeat offenders. 
Another area that the 
commission may require 
changes in is the jail’s office 
space. Sheriff Simmons said 
the commission may ask the 
jail to provide a counseling 
room for suspects and their 
lawyers, more radio space 
and a locked record room to 
insure the privacy of criminal 
records. This might require 
another annex, the county 
officials speculated. 
While the expense for 
annexes would be an initial 
investments, Jones County 
may get by light in hiring 
additional employees. Some 
counties may have to hire as 
many es six employees, 
which means a continuing 
additional expense. 
However, Jones County 
already has a woman deputy 
and other necessary deputies. 
The only possible addition 
would be for a midnight 
dispatcher to comply with 
the 
requirem ent 
that 
prisoners be checked hourly 
24 hours a day. Currently 


there is no one on duty at the 
jail from midnight until 8 
am . 
The requirements for 244- 
hour supervision and a 
com m unication 
system 
between 
cells 
and 
the 
dispatch room carried a Dec. 
23, 1976, deadline. However, 
Jones County commissioners 
have not acted on the 
requirements yet. 
Each 
county 
will 
be 
required to report to the 
commission 
every 
four 
months, noting steps taken to 
comply with requirements. 
Since the requirements went 
into effect Dec. 23, the first 
report will be due April 23, at 
which time the county will 
have to account for needed 
changes. 
At that time, if a county has 
not complied, it will have 15 
days in which to do so or will 
not be allowed to keep 
prisoners. In that event, the 
county must contract with 
some other jail to keep 
prioners or come up to the 
standards required. 
The city jail in Hamlin 
apparently will not come 
under the requirements of the 
commission since the local 
jail appears to be considered 
as a holding facility until 
prisoners are transferred to a 
jail that meets requirements.
